23.- After a long ill­ 
ness, Hon. John N. Henderson, asso­ 
ciate Justice of the Texas court of 
crim inal appeals, breathed his last at 
his residence In this city at IO o'clock 
Cunday night 
For the past 
thirty 
iayB his condition was critical. 
John Nathaniel Henderson was bom 
in the Abbeville district of South Car­ 
olina, Feb. 26, 1843. 
With his father s 
fa.filly he came to T exas in 1846, the 
fam ily nettling on a farm in W ashing 
ton county, where he grew to alan­ 
in od. 
After receiving his elem entary in­ 
st action In the neighborhood schools, 
he, at the age of fifteen years, enter- 
- d Baylor university at Independence. 
where he had for preceptor the veter­ 
an educator, Dr. Rufus C. Burleson, 
until interrupted by the war between 
the states. 
At the age of seventeen 
he volunteered as a private In th* 
Dixie Blues, John D. Rogers (now of 
G alveston), captain. 
Proceeding 
to 
Virginia the company was attached 
to the Fifth T exas Infantry, forming 
an original constituent of Hood's Tex­ 
as brigade. 
At 
the 
battle of Sharr-burg, Va., 
young Henderson had an arm so bad­ 
ly shot amputation was necessary. Aft­ 
er recovering he re-entered the ser­ 
vice and served on the staff of Gen. 
Jerom e B. Robertson. 
At the conclusion of hostilities Mr. 
Henderson completed his law course 
at jBaylor university and after gradu­ 
ating he opened office at Bryan with 
Jwo of )ils old. college m ates, A. Bled­ 
soe and J. 8. Perry, the firm continu­ 
ing for several years. 
In 1874 Judge 
Henderson was elected district attor­ 
ney of the Bryan district, composed 
of Brazos county and adjoining coun­ 
ties, 
This office he held until 1880 
when he was elected state senator 
frogi the Bryan district. 
He served 
one term as state senator and declin­ 
ed a re-election. 
In 1888 he was ap­ 
pointed a district Judge of the Bryan 
district by Governor Ross, to fill a 
vacancy, and was elected to the same 
office by the people in 1890.

Passin g of the Brave Soldier, W ise. 
Statesm an and Em inent Jurist 
Beloved in Bryan. 


Judge Jno. N. Henderson, 
distin­ 


guished throughout and beyond the 
.borders of the state as a citizen, sol­ 
dier, statesm an and Jurist, died at his 
home in Dalals, 307 Ross Avenue, Sun- 
day night at IO o’clock, after being 
in ill health for some months, and con­ 
fined to his home for about 20 days. 
Alarm regarding his condition was felt 
by the family for a fortnight, and for 
a week previous to his death he had 
taken no nourishment, his death being 
exepected at any time. He became un­ 
conscious Friday and 
never 
rallied 
from that state. 
Upon receipt of the 
news in this city on Sunday night the 
bell in the courthouse 
tower 
was 
tolled in memory of the man who was 
so long a familiar figure about its 
•^•ridors and on the district bench. 
The people of Bryan loved and hon­ 
ored Judge Henderson and will ever 
cherish his memory as one who honor­ 
ed the state by a patriotic performance 
of duty in every walk of life. 
He had 
a brilliant car ?er and many honors 
came to him, a1 of which were richly 
desrved. 
He was scholarly, energetic 
and a 
tireless 
worker, 
couragous, 
knightly and “stood four square to all 
the winds that blew ” 
The Galveston News published y e s­ 
terday 
the 
following 
biographical 
sketch of Judge Henderson: 
Judge Nathaniel Henederson, oldest 
of the seven children of 
Thomas S. 
and Harriet Reed Henderson was born 
in A bbeville district, South Carolina. 
Feb. 26, 1843. 
He came to Texas with 
his father’s family in 1846, settling on 
a farm in Washington county, where 
he grew to manhood. 
After receiving his elementary in­ 
struction In the neighborhood schools, 
he, at the age of 15 years, 
entered 
Baylor University, at Independence, 
whre he had for preceptor the veteran 
educator, Dr. Rufus C. Burleson, until 
interrupted by the war between the 
States. 
At the age of 17 
he volun-
